Mr. Wright, chairman of 
the House committee ov Revenue, made the fol- 
lowing report:— 


“Comwmitrer Cuamaer, Dec. 21. 1859. 
“To the Hon. Speaker and House of Represeata- 
tives: 

GentLemen:— Your committee on Revenue, 
to whom was referred the subject matter of the 
Governor’s Messege as coo'ained in the eleventh 
paragraph respectially submit the following re- 
port, to wi; 

“We find that the second section of the sixty- 
first chapter of the Revised Scatutes of Utah, 
prescribing the manner of assessing and collect- 
ing territorial and county taxes, approved Jan. 
7th, 1854, reads as foliows: 

‘**Property belonging to the United States, to 
this Territory, or any county, city or town 
thereof; to literary, scientific and benevolent 
inatitutions, when used for those purposes; to 
buildings for worship, and the grounds, materials, 
and appurtenances belonging thereto; to insane 
or idiotic persone to the amount of ove thousand 
dollars; private libraries; buriel grounds; and 
monuments for the dead—are exempt from, but 
all other property is subject to, taxation.’ 

“From this it appeers that all property of the 
tithing fund is subjcct to taxation, except such 
as is provided for by the foregoing section. 

We turther find on reference to the assresor’s 
and collector’s books, careful culeulation, 
that sbowt one nioth of the entire R- venue of 
Great Salt Cake County i« collected annually 
from the property of said Tithing Far. 

“We would also state, as authorized by our 
own personal knowledge, that throughout the 
entire settlements, towns or cities of this Terri- 
tory, schools are accessable to even the poorest 
chidren, that whenever they aie unable to pay, 
they all cases admitted to the full benefjis 
of the schools, free of charge. 

“All of which is respectfully submitted. 

“J. Wajcut, Chairman.” 

In the Council on Thursday, the “Memorial 
to the Postmaster General’ was referred to the 
committee on Petitions and Memorials. There 
was considerable discussion over the act for the 
encouragement of Cotion Caltare. After its 
first reading Councillor Pratt moved that the 
bill be rejected. In the diseussion that ensued 
he was sustained by Councillor Carrington. 
Councillors Lyman, Rich and Ferguson sustained 
the bill. Oa motion of Councillo: Ferguson the 
bill was referred back to the commitiee, with 
instructions to report, if they see necepsary, a 
bill, as a subs‘itute, making further appropria- 
tious to the Deseret Agiiculitural gud Manu- 
facturing Society, with a view to the encourage- 
ment of the culiure of cotton, &c. 

In the House, Mr. I-aac Bailock presented a 
petition from the citizens of Pond Town, Utah 
county, signed by Franklin W. Young and forty 
others, prayiug for a repeal of ® por-ion of the 
charters of Spanish Fo:k and Pavson, so far as 
tney cover the precinct of Poud Town. The 
petition was referred to the committee on In- 
corporations. Tbe “Deseret Historical 8 .ciety” 
Act was tekea up on its second readipg. On 
motion of Mr. Stout the bill wee referred back 
the commiltee for amendment. The Speaker 
aided Measrs. Rockwood and Clawson to the 
committee on thie bill. The “act creating the 
office of County Road Commissioners, &c.,” 
wes ordered to be read a second time by sections. 
The first three sections were stricken oat, and 
on motion of M-. West the bill was referred 
back to the committes, with-instructions that 
the oli law be examined and amended, if in 
their jadgment it can be made to subserve the 
public imterest. Messrs. West snd Bullock 
wore addd@ by the Speaker ‘o that committee 
for that purpose.
